C: I’d also like to thank caffeine, Wikipedia, spellcheck, Twitter, Sheetz mac ‘n’ cheese bites, and the Fractured Grape for getting me here today. 
™: And I’d like to thank you, the class of 2018, for being here to celebrate the “we” in WEstminster. My name is Megan Douds and | have a lot 
of favorite things about Westminster College. But my first favorite was the bells. In case you haven’t realized, the bells go off every 15 minutes. 
Some of you find them annoying; some of you have learned to tune them out; | personally use them as a reminder of where I am. | use them as a 
Google maps blip or a location pin to scream, “You are here.” | am here. | started paying attention to these bells my freshman year. | was 
overwhelmed, to say the least. | was facing some ups and downs in my personal life, and | missed my parents (although | definitely wouldn't have 
admitted that four years ago), and | was just kind of looking for my place. Over the past four years, these bells have served as many things. My 
wake-up call, my grounding force, my daily reminder that | am exactly where | need to be, and a timer set for every fifteen minutes reminding 
me to take a breath and enjoy the moment.

™: In fact, some of my proudest moments at Westminster have not been related to my own endeavors. My proudest moments are when | see 
my teammates, friends, and peers achieve something that they have worked for day in and day out. 

C: Today, we’re standing before athletes on our men’s swim team with four consecutive PAC championship titles, members of the Westminster 
College Wind Ensemble who’ve played in the Scottish Rite Cathedral and earned distinction from the CBDNA, six biology, chemistry, and 
environmental science presenters at Pittcon 2018, Katie Joy, a Broadcast Education Association Best Music Video award winner, Jarret Vrabel 
and Deontay Scott (Slop), basketball players who made it to the all-PAC team, Emiley Westfall, whose documentary was featured on a WQED 
Primetime broadcast, volleyball player Lexie Yoho, who was named PAC Player of the Year, Jaevon Hardy, Westminster's first All-American in 
track, Trevor Arrigoni, who presented research at the AMS/MAA Joint Mathematics Meetings, the largest conference for mathematicians in the 
world, Natalie Paoletta, who sang and played at the 2015 CMA Music Festival in Nashville, Tennessee, students who have represented 
Westminster College in countries like Spain, France, England, Greece, Costa Rica, Australia, and | heard there was a guy who went to South 
Korea. | know so many more of you have accomplished great things at Westminster, and you’re too numerous for me to name, but you'll hear 
your names in full in just a moment. Graduating today are dancers, businesswomen, fine artists, chemists, computer scientists, reporters, 
researches, volunteers, movers and shakers, thinkers and dreamers, mashed potato bowl eaters, and good friends, all part of the wonderful class 
with whom I’ve had the honor to share my college career.

™: Lots of graduation speakers teach life lessons during their commencement addresses, but I’m no one to pretend | know a thing more about 
life than you do.

That year, | began working with the Phonathon program, 
where | learned about the generosity of alumni and friends of the college. | also participated in my first Professional Networking Symposium and 
GIVE Day that year. | came to realize just how involved our alumnae are in the Westminster experience, and how that has impacted every single 
one of us. It made me think that perhaps there is something special about Westminster, the way it fosters in students a genuine thankfulness for 
the opportunities we’ve been given, and inspires us to give back when we can to the Westminster community and to the community at large. 
At the end of four years, | can say nothing but thank you to this wonderful institution. 
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m: Who am | kidding? | was just being polite. I’ve learned a thing or two from Westminster. The first lesson was how to look out for others. 
Holding the door for the person behind me has become ingrained in me. Sharing your meal swipes makes the world go around. When people 
leave their bags or laptops behind, they won’t be disturbed before their owners return. If you lose something, it will be returned to you. (Thank 
you to everyone that has returned my mugs that | leave all over this campus, | appreciate you.) 

: My second is listening. I’m still pretty bad at this one, but I’m working on it. Today I’m receiving my B.A. in Communication Studies, and after 
year's of academic inquiry and analysis, it occurs to me that rather than communication, our lives are filled almost entirely with 
miscommunication. We start our paragraphs with one sentence, then have to spend the rest of the paragraph explaining and refining what 
we've said. It’s meaning we’re always striving toward, and | believe whatever stands between people maybe it could be broken down if we all 
tried to listen to each other more. In times like these, this is a skill ever more valuable. 

M: The second lesson I’ve learned is to follow your dreams and to support others who are doing the same. | have learned that you’re never too 

cool to be excited about the things you are passionate about. Take your passions, run with them, and never look back. I’ve learned that this life 

is yours to build, so never stop creating something you’re proud of. I’ve learned that one of the most rewarding things in life is seeing those that 
ou care about succeed. 

: The third? Expect surprises. My freshman year, | never would’ve guessed that in my time at college I’d tap dance again, live a year abroad, 
work with North Korean refugees, lead Westminster in a national clothing drive competition, visit the Middle East to learn about peacemaking, 
organize a campus-wide silent demonstration, or get to compete in state and national public speaking tournaments. And | believe everyone here 
can make their own laundry list of ways their time at Westminster has surprised them too. If we’ve learned anything from literature, history, 
politics, psychology, and all the rest we've learned that things change, and that there are surprises in store for all of us. 

M: Finally, ’ve learned that senior year is full of celebrations. People are getting new jobs, getting into grad school, passing capstone. However, 
some of the most amazing celebrations occur when we recognize that we are exactly who we are supposed to become. It is hard to make it 
through four years of college without doing a little soul searching. 

Think of the person you were when you moved in to your dorm four years ago. You were probably a little nervous, definitely a little awkward, 
and much less comfortable in your own skin. Westminster accepted us as we were four years ago. Mother Fair gave us a place to be ourselves, 
make new friends, try new things, and grow up. 

| know everyone sitting here has faced adversity in the last four years. But, after many ups and downs, twists and turns, victories and defeats, 
you are all sitting right here because you have worked hard, been kind, and never given up. 

: It is my hope, class of 2018, that we continue to work hard, live in kindness, and persevere, and that all our life surprises are happy ones. 

M: This family we have built in our four years here is something | am going to miss as | go out into the real world, but | know that I’m leaving 
here with about 300 fellow alumni that are well versed in the Westminster Way, and if we ever run into each other, | know you’ll offer me a 
seat beside you. 

That is to say, after tuition, room and board, 
deposits, fees, and parking tickets from public safety. 

M: Class of 2018, it has been a wonderful ride. Thank you for walking beside me on this journey, helping me learn to hold my head high, and 
reminding me every day that we rise when we lift others. Congratulations, | am honored to be your classmate and friend.
